When acting 
in a representative capacity, the registered patent practitioner must provide their 
registration number and name along with hiis or her signature. A registered patent 
practitioner is only required to be of record in a patent application in which an executed 
declaration has been filed (i.e., have a power of attorney in con5)liance with 37 CFR 
1.32(b)) to: 

(1) sign a change of address, 

(2) e^qpressly abandon a patent application without filing a continuation, 

(3) sign a temiinal disclaimer, and 

(4) sign a power to inspect. 
In addition, a registered patent practitioner who is not of record may act on behalf of the 
assignee, when an assignee conplies with 37 CFR 3.73(b).
